financial institutions. 
Browne’s charges have been placed 
before the house labor committee, 
which is making an investigation of 
the coal strike and seeking to bring 
about a conference of the oj>erators 
and miners here next Monday to end 
the walkout. 
Pittsburg Vein Operators associa­ 
tion and Indiana Operators have re­ 
fused to enter the conference. 
Other 
operators in the Central Competitive 
field will probably do likewise. 


Tt is probable that a statement 
will he 
issued 
by the committee 
condemning the attitude of the op­ 
erators. Action then will he pressed 
on the Bland resolution providing 
for the establishment of a 
federal 
investigation of the industry.

W ashington, April 0.— A memorial 
to the late Rear Admiral Robert E. 
Peary, discoverer of the North Pole, 
was unveiled at Arlington National 
Cemetery here today. 
President Harding, Secretary 
of' 
tlie N avy Denby and other high offi­ 
cials o f the government attended the 
ceremony, which was under the dir­ 
ection 
of the National Geographic 
Society. 
The memorial, which was fashion- 
d from a design of Peary’s sug­ 
gestion, w as unveiled by the “snow 
baby,” Mrs. Edward Stafford, Peary’s 
laughter, 
in 
her 
youth >he was 
known as the “snow baby” because 
he was born nearer the North Pole 
ban any other white 
child. 
Her 
birthplace 
\*;is jfu 
the* .far north 
headquarters o f one of the expedi­ 
tions in the 90s, by which 
Peary 
letermined the northern coast line of 
îreenland. 
The memorial 
is a 
huge oblate 
spheroid of granite, representing the 
earth. On it is carved a map ot the 
earth with a 
bronze at the 
spot 
representing the North Pole— symbol 
of the achievement by which Peary’s 
name will ever Ik* rememl>ered. 
The symbolic design o f the monu­ 
ment was 
conceived 
by Admiral 
Peary during his last 
illness 
and 
suggestions tor it were dictated to 
his wife, who accompanied him on 
several 
of his Arctic expeditions. 
On one side of the base is the Latin 
motto, 
“Inveniam Viam Ant Fac- 
iam,” (I will find a way or 
make 
one) which w as a favorite quotation 
of the explorer. 
The inscription 
reads: 
“ Robert 
Edwin 
Peary, 
Discoverer 
of 
the 
North Pole, April fi. 1999, Rear Ad­ 
miral, U. S. N., civil engineer, ex ­ 
plorer, scientist, 1856-1920.”

Fo rest Service. But this five per cent 
is at present the kernel o f the Alas­ 
kan nut because it co vers mo st o f the 
develo ped sectio ns o f that vast wild 
co untry. The two biggest reserves are 
lo cated in the Juneau and Seward re­ 
gio ns and stretch o ver a tho usand 
miles o f the lo wer eo ast. This gives 
the Fo rest Bureau jurisdictio n o ver 
the cho isest 
mo rsels in the entire 
Alaskan territo ry—an d that is why 
such a relatively small sectio n o f the 
great treasure land can be such a big 
tho rn in the side o f Secretary Fall. 
Fall co ntends that the go vernment 
must o ffer 
far mo re attractive in­ 
ducements to private enterprise than 
the Fo rest Service has been willing 
to grant. 


If pro per inducements are held o ut 
Alaska

difficult to classify them strictly as 
any one of the three. 
McCumber is seeking the regular, 
or “ plain,” Republican nomination 
for the Senate. He also expects the 
support of the Nonpartisan League, 
which is made up of both Republi­ 
cans ami Democrats. Gronna is to 
have the backing of tlie I. V. A. Re­ 
publicans— that is, Independent Vot­ 
ers 
Association— an 
organization 
hostile to the league, although Gron­ 
na is not hostile to the rank and file 
of the league. The I. V. A. will tight 
McCumber. He says it is because 
in 1929 he refused to be party to a 
plan to deliver the state to the Dem­ 
ocrats. The I. V. A. is not strictly 
Republican, 
but 
has 
Democratic 
members just like the league. 


McCumber has been in the Senate 
for four terms—24 years. The fight 
he faces 
this year is his hardest. 
Gronna, who was beaten in 1920 by 
Dr. Ladd, the present junior <cna- 
tor, blames McCumber in a measure 
for his defeat.

The death of Senator Penrose put 
McCumber at the head of the Sen­ 
ate finance committee, a position of 
great power and 
influence. 
That 
will help him, his friends assert. His 
work in, behalf of farm legislation 
and his stand for the soldier bonus, 
also are calculated to aid him, they 
think. But admittedly his fate hangs 
to a degree upon what the people 
of North Dakota think of the Non­ 
partisan League. If the league can 
come back after its recent setback, 
McCumber ought to he renominated 
and re-elected. If the league is beat­ 
en, 
McCumber 
may go to defeat 
with it. 
For while he emphasizes

ceremony, which was under the dir- 
ection of the National Geographic 
Society.

The memorial, which -was fashion 


ed from a design of Peary's sug 
gestion, was unveiled by the "snow 
jahy," Mrs. Edward Stafford, Peary's 
daughter. 
In 
her 
youth she wa 


mown as the "snow baby" because 
she was born nearer the North Pole 
than any other white 
child. 
Her 


rfrthplace 
was jfn t'he' .far north 


leadoparters of one of the expedi- 
ions in the 90s, by which 
Peary 


determined the northern coast line of 
Greenland. 


The memorial is a huge oblate 


spheroid of granite, representing the 
earth. On it is carved a map of the 
earth with a bronze at the spot 
representing the North Pole—symbol 
of the achievement by which Peary's 
lame will ever be remembered. 


The symbolic design of the monu- 


nent was 
conceived by Admiral 


'eary during his last 
illness and 


suggestions for it were dictated to 
jis wife, who accompanied him on 
several of his Arctic expeditions.

Riga, Latvia, 
April 
G.—There's 


always a big thrill when one crosses 
the Latvian border into Riga—gate- 
way to Russia. Personally I had two 
thrills. 
A tall, grim young soldier 


•with one of the meanest looking pins 
I ever saw provided the second thrill. 
He told me that he,had half a mind 
to put me in jail, and.I learned later 
that this was.no idle boast, for they 
were locking up people rijrht along 
who credentials appeared in the least 
doubtful. 


It was a wicked looking gun the 


soldier carried. It was the first time 
I had -ever been so close to a gun 
that meant business. And the soldier 
looked exactly as if he would cheer- 
fully obey :•.. command to shoot my 
head off. 


It happened this way; An officer 


• came to inspect my passport—the 


usual indoor sport of all these new 
little countries—and he said I had 
no visa 
for 
his particular 
little 


country. 'I 
looked over my very 


large and choice collection of visas 
and assured him that no country un- 
der heaven could have been left out. 
For hadn't I all the hin.srn.iges of the 
carlli on that passport? 
Uein? un- 


able to read 'em I was helpless to 
pick out his visa—but I'thought he 
ought to 
know 
his own language 


when he saw it. Besides the man 
who had collected visas for me at. the 
last slop had assured me that my 
paper was adorned with that par- 
ticular one. 
' But the officer'was abdurate. He 
lei me know that he was going to 
take possession of my passport. I 
said he was not—and grabbed for it. 
He resisted, 
and we waged, merry 


war. But lie called a couple of -sol- 
diers (wilh guns) and said I could 
not let him depart in peace with the 
passport or the soldiers would escort 
me to jail. 


Well, the guns won: He departed 


with the passport. 


Bui my, gracious 
wh'at a mix-up 


there was when I reached my Amer- 
ican friends. The American Consul 
was called up, everybody got busy, 
a.nd ihe Latvian police bends start- 
ed out to hunt for that passport. It 
Vas recovered along toward evening, 
when we were all limp as rags. And 
what do yon think that, officer offer- 
ed in apology for the fright he had 
caused us -all by taking away thai 
dirty—lint precious—piece of paper. 
He said he ought to have taken the 
lady to jail, but as he saw the name 
of Mr. Hoover's American Relief Ad- 
ministration on the passport why he 
thought he would do ihe lady a fav- 
or, as of course everyone in his coun- 
try was most grateful to jMr. HooveY, 
and allow her to go on across the 


border, while he, perspnally, had her 
passport fixed up all nice and proper 
for her. (He returned it with some 
brand new visas'). 


It's hard to know;just where to. 


begin in writing, about Riga. Until 
a few months ago the very name of 
this beautiful old city was probably 
unknown to the majority of Ameri- 
cans. Today, however, Ri^a figures 
big in the day's 
news, for it was 


there that 'the agreement was sign- 
ed between tlie Soviet and Wajtcv 
Lyman Brown, European director of 
the American Relief Administration, 
as representative 
of 
Mr. Hoover, 


whereby the 
organization assumed 


the responsibility of feeding two mil- 
lion Russian children. In a few days 
there1 followed the news tbjit Ameri- 
can ships were already in Riga har- 
bor, and then, before the ink on the 
agreement was hardly dry, the whole 
world was startled wilh the 
news 


that "those Americans" actually had 
kitchens open in Russia and were 
calmly feeding the children.

old Europe doesn't understand it ev- 
en yet. 


Riga is (he capital of Latvia, one 


of the new Bailie republics lopjied 
off of the Russian 
empire. More 


(ban the other^Baltic states it suf- 
fered during the war and in subse- 
quent invasions, but. in spile of it the 
terrible 
devastation, it is showing 


healthy signs of recovery—a fact of 
more than ordinary interest to Am- 
ericans readers, because the govern- 
ment was founded by a man edu- 
cated in the Uniled States. This man, 
Karlis Ulmanis, first president of the 
• new nation, was graduated from the 
University of Nebraska, and one of 
his most.constructive measures was 
to encourage the farmers to put the 
land back into cultivation as quick- 
ly as possible, and to that end he 
gave all possible aid. 


Before the war Riga was the hap- 


py paradise of that class of Ger- 
mans known ^as the Baltic Barons. 
These were German traders who set: 
tied along Ihe Baltic and became so 
rich and powerful that they were 
able to dominate commercial and soc- 
ial life, the Letts being little better 
than 
serfs. 
The Barons were the 


rich landed proprietors—theirs was 
the education and the culture. Their 
homes were Costly and elegant. 


These 
conditions have now lieen 


changed, :and the Letts have tnk'pij 
back the land and are paying si'Q^i 
attention to educational affairs. 


War did not aid for Riga with the 


armistice. 
There followed a period 


of Bolshevist rule 
and 
later 
the 


Bermont raid, when the land suffered 
further devastation. The figures of

northern port as its beauty merited.

It- 
possesses one of -the finest bathing 
beaches in the world, and its sea- 
side section was the mecca. for many 
thousands before the war.
